An Act to attach the County of Kewaunee to the Fourth Judicial Circuit, 
and to the County of Manitowoc, for Judicial purposes. 

The people of the State of Wisconsin, repreasnted Se-
nate and Assembly, do enact as follows : 

SEdION 1. The county of Kewaunee is hereby detached 
from the tenth judicial circuit, and attached to and made 
a part of the fourth judicial circuit -of the state of Wis-
consin. 

SE°. 2. The said county of Kewaunee is hereby attach-
ed to the county of Manitowoc for judicial purposes. 

Sm. 3. No proceedings commenced and pending in any 
of the courts of Brown county under existing laws, shall 
be affected by this act; but the same may be proceeded 
in to consummation and final judgment in the courts where 
the same are now pending. 

SEO. 4. This act shall take effect from and after the first 
day of June next and its publication, and the secretary of 
state shall forthwith transmit a copy of the sume, duly cer-
tified, to each of the clerks of the circuit courts fore the 
counties of Brown and Manitowoc.
